I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1941. 
Area. — 7845  acres  of  land;  405  acres  of  water. 


General  Statistics 

Population. — 35,690. 

Number  of  inhabited  houses  (at  end  of  1941) 
according  to  the  Rate  Books. — 9314. 

Rateable  Value. — £328,342. 

Sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate. — £1,368. 


Social  Conditions 

Chief  industries  carried  on  in  the  District  are  : — 

Manufacture  of  Linoleum,  Paint  Works,  Laundries, 
Iron  Works,  Eat  Extraction  and  Refining,  Rag  Elock  Manu¬ 
facture,  Building  Trade  and  Manufacture  of  Roofing  Tiles, 
Gravel  Digging,  Manufacture  of  Tin  Ware  and  Agricultu.e. 

Extent  of  Unemployment 

At  the  end  of  1941,  there  were  45  men  and  30  women 
unemployed  in  the  District. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the 
year  was  595 ;  of  these  294  were  males  and  301  females. 

The  illegitimate  births  included  in  these  figures  totalled 
34;  16  males  and  18  females, 
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The  Birth  rate  was  16.67  as  compared  to  20  in  1940 
and  19.86  in  1939. 

The  Birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  14.2. 

The  Still  Births  numbered  36,  15  males  and  11  females. 

All  of  these  were  legitimate. 

The  Still  Birth  rate  was  1.0  as  compared  to  0.60  in 
1940  and  0.60  in  1939. 

The  Still  Birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.51. 

DEATHS 

The  deaths  numbered  355 ;  of  these  184  were  males  and 
171  females. 

The  Death  rate  was  10.53  as  compared  to  11.9  in  1940 
and  10.0  in  1939.

No  deaths  occurred  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  one 
death  was  caused  by  other  Puerperal  causes.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Meat 
and  Other  Foods 

Forty  six  premises  are  registered  as  being  used  for  the 
preparation  or  manufacture  or  storage  of  Ice  Cream  intend¬ 
ed  for  sale. 

Forty  two  premises  are  registered  as  being  used  for  the 
preparation  or  manufacture  of  preserved  food  intended  for 
sale. 

All  these  premises  are  inspected  periodically  and  oftener 
as  occasion  demands. 

Meat  in  shops  and  stalls  is  examined  weekly  when 
possible. 
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ADULTERATIONS  ETC. 

Action  for  detection  and  prevention  of  adulteration  of 
food  is  taken  by  inspectors  of  the  Middlesex  County  Coun¬ 
cil  excepting  in  urgent  cases  on  complaint  when  action  is 
taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Notifiable  Diseases 

Measles  accounted  for  four  deaths  and  Diphtheria  for 

two. 

1353  children  were  successfully  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  during  the  year. 

This  compares  most  favourably  with  the  total  for  1940 
which  only  reached  eighteen. 

No  child  who  had  been  immunised  developed  Diph¬ 
theria.
